Behind the oil code is the story 
of a bitter and protracted oil war 
which the code 
has 
temporarily ; 
abated, hut which will cost every 
automobile owner money. 
The issue is over the question of 
price-fixing 
through 
government j 
regulation. Clamorous for this are 
the so-called 
“ independent” 
oil 
operators, among them such g ia nts 
a s Harry F. Sinclair,* of 
Teapot 
Dome notoriety, plus Secreta ry of 
Interior lekes. 
The la tter had 
been 
in 
office 
only a few* days w-hen he tackled 
the complex task of trying to in­ 
troduce order 
and 
control in the 
cut-throat and chaotic oil industry. 
Ickes became convinced that the 
only solution, short 
of 
outright 
government ownership, wa s price 
fixing and 
regulation 
of produc- 
ion. 
f i n wrriting the NRA code, price 
fixing 
im mediately 
became 
the 
ba ttle ground. 
Unlike other busi­ 
ness groups, the oil men insisted 
tha t price fixing be

To this extent he is in a g ree­ 
ment with Standard Oil

His contention is tha t if

J ohnson tried

He proposed that a base price be 
fixed, and therea fter a fixed ratio 
between the price of crude oil and 
tha t of gasoline.

Astor in the esta blishm ent of a 
national weekly publication. Tech­

DIFFERED WITH HULL 
The erstwhile colleg e professor
